Must clear 


out radicals 


and rascals 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) — Vice Presi­ 
dent 
Spiro T. Agnew told a meeting 
of the nation’s 
governors that 
anti­ 
intellectuals have captured the college 
campuses 
and “we have to clear out 
the radicals and the rascals,” accord­ 
ing to some of those attending the meet- 
ing 
Agnew’s 
remarks 
reportedly were 
made Monday during a closed meeting 
at which President Nixon discussed the 
whole problem of campus unrest. But 
no 
reporters were present and those 
emerging from the four-hour session 
gave conflicting accounts of what Agnew 
actually said, or meant. 
Gov. David 
Cargo of New Mexico, 
a Republican, told newsmen Agnew had 
said “anti-intellectuals were in control 
of the campuses and until they are re­ 
moved there would be no way to carry 
on a dialogue with the students or the 
faculty.” 
Gov. 
Kenneth M. Curtis of Maine, a 
Democrat, 
quoted 
Agnew 
as saying 
“ We have to clear out the radicals and 
the rascals.” 
But presidential 
Press 
Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler indicated later the vice 
president was not so much calling for a 
campus house-cleaning as he was de­ 
crying the fact that “an anti-intellec­ 
tual 
attitude 
prevents many 
from 
going on the campuses and being heard.” 
Some governors reported Agnew said 
he would like to make a personal tour 
of the nation’s campuses but he feared 
he would not be heard over the shout­ 
ing. 
Curtis 
told reporters “There’s got 
to be a lot more restrained talk from the 
national 
administration. If we tell stu­ 
dents 
not to react violently, we have 
to practice what we preach. We too have 
to exercise restraint.” 
The meeting featured a briefing on 
the issue which produced the latest round 
of campus unrest — the Cambodian mili­ 
tary 
campaign. 
Gov. Robert T. Tie- 
man, 
Republican of Nebraska, 
said 
the people in his state 
generally sup­ 
port 
Nixon’s 
Cambodian decisions. 
LA teachers 
to vote today 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — A membership 
meeting of the United Teachers of Los 
Angeles was called for 2 p.m. today 
to vote on a proposed contract offered 
by the Board of Education to end the 
five - week - old teachers’ strike in the 
city’s 616 schools. 
The latest proposal was drafted during 
an all - night negotiating session which 
broke up at 5:15 a.m. Arbitrator Benja­ 
min Aaron termed the session “incon­ 
clusive.” 
Aaron said the proposal would be pre­ 
sented to the teachers without his rec­ 
ommendations. However UTLA officials 
said they would meet prior to the 2 p.m. 
meeting to make a recommendation. 
Board president Arthur Gardner said, 
“ I am pleased that the negotiating com­ 
mittee has agreed to submit for ratifi­ 
cation the offer of the board.” 
During the all - night session the board 
and UTLA officials met a few feet apart 
at the school district headquarters to 
consider counterproposals. 
A UT LA spokesman said union nego­ 
tiators were not happy with numerous 
points contained in the board’s counter­ 
proposals, but he indicated they were not 
substantial. 
Board member Richard Ferraro said 
he thought the board would approve the 
compromise by a 4-3 vote. He said mem­ 
bers opposing the contract had “lost the 
battle, but we’re not going to lose the 
war.” 
Ferraro, leading opponent of the pro­ 
posal, earlier had said he would parti­ 
cipate in a recall movement against four 
other board members. 
UTLA 
members Sunday accepted the 
proposed settlement offered by media­ 
tor Benjamin Aaron, but said they would 
stay out on strike until the board also 
approved it or until an acceptable com­ 
promise was reached. 
Senate to vote 
on Blackmun 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Almost on the 
eve of the first anniversary of Abe 
Fortas’ resignation, the Senate sche­ 
duled a vote today to confirm Harry 
A. Blackmun of Minnesota to the Supreme 
Court. 
In sharp contrast to the controversy 
that swirled around Fortas and Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s first two appointees, Black­ 
mun was expected to be confirmed quickly 
and easily, perhaps unanimously. 
The vote was scheduled at 2:30 p.m. 
EDT. 
Fortas quit last May 14 during a 
debate about his financial holdings. 
Fulfilling a campaign pledge, Nixon 
turned twice to Dixie for a “ strict 
constructionist” nominee. But a bipar­ 
tisan coalition of northern and border 
state liberals and moderates thwarted 
his efforts. The Senate rejected both 
Clement F. Haynsworth Jr. of South 
Carolina and G. Harrold Carswell of 
Florida, both U.S. circuit court judges. 
Nixon nominated Blackmun April 14; 
the Judiciary Committee approved the 
nomination, recommending confirmation 
May 5. With Senate approval today, 
Blackmun would be able to take his 
seat before court resumes May 18 from 
a two week recess. 


Troops pulling out of Cambodia 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Defense Sec­ 
retary Melvin R. Laird said today the 
United 
States already has pulled “ sev­ 
eral thousand’' troops out of Cambodia. 
But he urged Congress not to impose 
any limitation on President Nixon’s au­ 
thority there. 
“ We have a restriction that we will 
be out of there by the end of June,” 
Laird told the Senate Armed Services 
Committee 
concerning the U.S. thrusts 
against Communist 
sanctuaries 
in 
Cambodia. 
“ . . . Already we have withdrawn 
American 
forces 
from Cambodia,” 
Laird said. “ We have withdrawn several 
thousand this week and we will withdraw 
more this week.” 
The secretary declined to say speci­ 
fically how many American fighting men 


had been pulled back into South Vietnam 
from Cambodia. 
He said the Cambodian 
operations 
were going better than expected and that 
all U.S. troops would be out by June 30. 
Laird said the United States did not plan 
to send its forces back to Cambodia if the 
Communists 
reclaimed the sanctuary 
areas. 
But in response to a question from 
Sen. Howard Cannon, D-Nev., 
Laird 
said he “would not rule out the require­ 
ment . . . for the use of U.S. air power 
on the supply routes which come down 
out of Laos into Cambodia.” 
The secretary said the Cambodian op­ 
eration had been more successful than 
the U.S. 
military leadership 
in Viet­ 
nam had expected. 
But he suggested 
there may not be a permanent, station- 


ary Communist 
headquarters in Cam­ 
bodia 
of the sort that the new offen­ 
sive 
was 
designed 
to seek out and 
destroy. 
The Senate has scheduled debate this 
week on an amendment which would bar 
the use of any American forces—ground 
troops, air forces or advisers —inCam­ 
bodia. 
Laird urged defeat of any leg­ 
islation 
which limits the President’s 
authority to protect Americans, Ameri­ 
can fighting men. in South Vietnam.” 
“ I believe the limitation would not 
help us as far as protecting American 
lives and accomplishing the Vietnami- 
zation program.” Laird said. 
Laird 
repeatedly 
dodged questions 
by Sens. 
Cannon and Henry M, Jack­ 
son, D-Wash., 
on whether the admin­ 
istration 
would oppose the amendment 


should 
it be tailored to the terms of 
Nixon’s 
own announcement — no U.S. 
ground 
troops in Cambodia after June 
30, 
but no bar on U.S. air strikes. 
Cannon finally demanded an answer. 
Laird 
said Congress 
should 
trust 
Nixon 
and forego 
the amendment. 
“ I have some serious questions as to 
whether 
it’s necessary 
to limit the 
President,” he said. 
Sen. 
John 
Stennis, 
D-Miss., 
the 
committee chairman, 
said he too op­ 
posed the amendment, 
which 
was ap­ 
proved Monday by the Senate 
Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith, 
R- 
Maine, the committee’s 
ranking Re­ 
publican, 
agreed. 
“ I am supporting 
the President in this Cambodian 
mat­ 
ter,” she said. 


“ He said it was of short duration and 
I have confidence in him.” 


The secretary 
appeared before the 
committee primarily 
to discuss the 
Last-West 
arms 
balance and urge 
approval of the Nixon administration’s 
plans to add a third site to the Safe­ 
guard antiballistic missile (ABM) sys­ 
tem and break ground for five more. 
During that 
phase of his testimony 
he said the United States cannot afford 
to 
delay deployment of multiple war­ 
head 
missiles in light of a five-fold 
increase in the Soviet Union’s strategic 
missile launching capability. 
laird said the deployment scheduled 
for next month should be carried out in 
the absence of an arms limitation agree­ 
ment with the Soviets.

Tornado shatters Texas town 


LUBBOCK, 
Tex. (UPI) - A tornado, 
spawned without warning from the black­ 
ness of a rain and hail storm, tore an 
eight-mile gash through Lubbock Monday 
night, causing death and destruction that 
“ defies the imagination” and injuring 
as many as 1,000 persons. 
The twister that roared up the “ tor­ 
nado alley” of Texas killed at least 26 
persons. 
The spring dawn over this west Tex­ 
as city of 161,000 showed damage over 
2,500 square blocks. 
Skyscrapers — the tallest 20 stories 
— stood pocked and battered. At least 
one building was in danger of collaps­ 
ing. 
“ It hit us where it hurts,” said City 
Manager Bill Blackwell. He said the list 
of injured could run as high as 1,000. 
The tornado was the worst in Texas 
since a twister 
reeled through Waco 
17 years 
ago on the same day. On May 
11, 1953, 
114 persons were killed by 
the Waco tornado. 
Water stood a foot deep on some Lub­ 


bock streets. Complete blocks of homes 
and businesses were blown away. All 
electricity 
in the ciy 
was knocked 
out and hospitals went on auxiliary pow­ 
er, The only lights in the streets came 
from automobiles and the spinning red 
flashes atop police cars. 
“ Our 
first priority is to tend to the 
living, 
bury 
the dead and clean up the 
city,” said Mayor Jim Granberry, elect­ 
ed only three weeks ago. 
“ We have a disaster plan 
in effect 
but Lubbock at this 
time is a dead 
city,’ 
Granberry said. “ The destruc­ 
tion is so extensive it defies the imag­ 
ination.” 
Drinking 
water was scarce. Emer­ 
gency 
supplies 
were rushed into town 
from Muleshoe, Tex., 
85 miles north­ 
west 
of 
Lubbock. The tornado broke 
water lines and faucets from downtown 
into residential districts spewed air. 
City 
officials 
said Lubbock 
uses 
35 million 
gallons 
of water a day and 
was 
down to 
reserves .of four mil­ 
lion 
gallons from gravity flow towers. 


“ We think we’ve made one round up and 
down 
all the streets but there’s no 
reason for us to even think we’ve got all 
the dead or injured,” said Polico Chief 
J. M. Alley. 
The 
20-story 
Great 
Plains 
Life- 
Building swayed in the morning breeze. 
Its glass windows were blown out and 
bricks were ripped out. Officials said 
it was unsafe and roped off a two block 
area around it. 
Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes, acting governor 
with Gov. Preston Smith out of the state, 
flew 
into Lubbock to survey damage, 
Barnes 
ordered out the National Guard 
to prevent looting of downtown 
stores 
that 
began before the wind died down. 


“ We were sitting here and all of a sud­ 
den the roof just raised up,” said Mike 
Reed, assistant city editor of the Lub­ 
bock 
Avalanche-Journal. “ There was a 
loud pop in our ears and then the roof 
settled 
down. The next 
we knew, all 
the water on top was falling 
in on us. 
I dove underneath a desk and waited.” 
Nation’s campus protests continue

Anitwar demonstrators battled author­ 
ities at the University of South Carolina, 
Portland Ore. State University and at 
American 
University 
in Washington, 
D.C., Monday as many of the nation’s 
campuses logged another day of pro­ 
tests. 
Two hundred University of South Carol­ 
ina students broke into the treasurer’s 
office late Monday, shattered furniture, 
scrawled obscenties on the walls, scat­ 
tered 
files 
and 
threw 
records out 
windows. 
A crowd of 1,000 then began throwing 
rocks and bricks at National Guard 
troops. The guardsmen returned the 
m issiles, and for 20 minutes the two 
sides filled the air with chunks of 
rock, occasionally scoring hits. 
The guardsmen and highway patrol­ 


men cleared and sealed off the campus 
but bands of 1,000 students milled near 
the school until early today, 
Portland State students skirmished 
with police over a street barricade. 
When the initial contingent met resis­ 
tance, 230 officers converged on the 
campus. Several students were clubbed 
when they tried to prevent destruction of 
the barricades. Twenty protesters were 
injured and one policeman was hit in 
the face with a burning log. 
At least 61 persons were arrested 
Monday night and early today in a con­ 
frontation between police and students 
conducting a sit-in on a busy street 
at Eastern Michigan University’s Ypsi- 
lanti campus. The incident followed the 
arrests of 39 persons in a rockthrowing 
melee in the afternoon. A 10 p.m. to 
5:30 a.m curfew was declared. 
Five 
policemen 
were 
injured 
at 


American 
University 
when students 
blocked traffic with a small barricade 
across Nebraska Avenue. The dissidents 
pelted police with rocks. Police re­ 
taliated with tear gas, then fired more 
gas canisters onto the campus itself. 
Seventeen persons were arrested. 


Thirty - five 
policemen peacefully 
cleared 300 students from the Institute 
for Defense Analysis at Princeton Mon­ 
day, enforcing a court order. The pro­ 
testers moved only across the street 
and said they would return to the property 
when police left. 


University of Denver Chancellor Mau- 
rice Mitchell said Monday a shanty 
camp raised by students would come 
down “ or the university is going ti 
have to go down.” Twohundred city 
policemen arrested 20 protesters as 
they pulled up the tents and lean-tos. 


National Guard 
battles guerrillas 


in Augusta, Ga. 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (UPI) — Hundreds of 
National Guardsmen rushed into this riot- 
scarred city today witli armored person­ 
nel cars and mounted machine guns to 
help police quell Negro rioting. Six black 
men were shot to death in what was 
described as “ guerrilla warfare ” 
Gov. Lester Maddox instructed the 
guardsmen to refrain from pleading with 
snipers not to shoot at them. Instead, 
he said, the soldiers, if fired ujionhy snip­ 
ers, should “blow whatever they’re in off 
its foundation until peace is restored in 
Augusta.” 
Nearly 1,000 guardsmen and 150 state 
troopers manned roadblocks and patroll­ 
ed streets of this city of 70,000 known 
widely as the home of the Masters Golf 
T ournament. Its 130 - block Negro dis­ 
trict was sealed off. 


Gunfire that started Monday afternoon 
subsided by day-break, and all that re­ 
mained of fires that destroyed a! least 
30 stores and damaged another 20 was a 
pall of smoke that hung ov**r the city. 
The six men were killed as police 
fought snipers, looters, arsonists and 
rock-throwers. Officers said on* man 
was shot todeatharound4 a.m. EDI when 
he ran from a looted stor*-, fit ing at [*>- 
lice with a revolver. 
More than 25 person* were wound*-dbv 
gunshots. Scores more wer* injured by 
rocks, bottles and flying glass. 
The rioting apparently was touchedoff 
by the death of a black youth, ( harles 
Oatman, 
16, in the Richmond County 
jail during the weekend. Authorities said 
the boy was beaten to death by two black 
cellmates. 
Maddox, however, said the riot would 
have occurred “ regardless of what haj>- 
pened in the jail.” 
“It is part of the conspira- y that lias 
been planned and well organized to help 
bring this country to its knees,” Mad­ 
dox said. 
The governor, vowing that he would 
not “ tolerate anarchy,” said the riot 
would be put down. 
“We’ve got the equipment. We’ve got 
the guns. We’ve got the personnel. We’ve 
got the trucks. We’ve got whatever is 
necessary to be sure we restore the 
peace in that area.” 
Although schools opened this morn­ 
ing and business in downtown August was 
conducted almost as usual, concern re­ 
mained about the night ahead. City of­ 
ficials huddled with leaders of the black 
community in 
hope of preventing re­ 
newed strife. 
During the night Negroes roamed in 
small bands, 
sniping and iir» bombing 
businesses and one patrolman in a black 
neighborhood said, “ a white man’s life 
ain’t worth a damn in here tonight.” 
“In my opinion, this is sophisticated 
guerrilla warfare,” said Col. James E. 
Slayton, a spokesman for the National 
Guard task force. “ It’s clearly organiz­ 
ed. It looks like they’ve been stock­ 
piling their firebombs for days.” 
The soldiers, armed with rifles and 
live ammunition, patrolled the riot area, 
which begins about three blo< ks from 
the main downtown business district, in 
jeeps, two and one-half ton trucks and 
armored personnel carriers mounted 
with machine guns. 
Black 
demonstrators 
protesting 
crowded jail conditions, early Monday 
had demanded 24-hour supervision over 
the Juvenile Division of the jail. 
Mayor Millard Beckum and the City 
Council scheduled a meeting today with 
blackleaders in an effort to search “w ith 
all haste and all sincerity” for a solu­ 
tion to the violence. 
Fires dotted the largely Negro sec­ 
tion, sending choking smoke over the 


city. Augusta’s 130 - man police force 
tried to keep the violence from spread­ 
ing. Beckum asked Maddox for aid and 
the governor, in Atlanta, ordered in the 
soldiers. 
One patrol « ar braked to a stop in 
front of a small grocery, where lights 
played on two (Ben, two women ami a 
young girl looting food. 
“Get outta that store,” commanded a 
patrolman. “ Hold it right there,” he 
ordered as the women and the child 
leaped out the shattered window. 
One man fallowed them Then a pa­ 
trolman fired his revolver at the other 
man inside the store. The man fell 
among gum balls with a bullet in his 
heart. 
The first man and the woman were put 
in the patrol ear. 
The child, bleeding 
from a glass cut, was taki-n away by 
ambulance. 
The patrolman who shot the other man 
explained, “It looked like he went for a 
gun.” There was no gun on the man. 
One man was shot outside a liquor 
store. 
Another was kill* d inside a 
grocery. T wo oth* r men also died in 
the gunfire. Hospital authorities identi­ 
fied two of the dead as William Wright 
and Sammv McCullough.

Vietnam’s vice president, Nguy­ 
en Cao Ky, as South Vietna­ 
mese gunboats extended their 
penetration into Cambodia to 
110 miles by 
sailing 50 miles 
upstream from Phnom Penh to 
Kompong Cham, the nation’s 
second largest city. 
Ky told a news conference in 
Neak 
Luong, the Cambodian 
river town Captured by Saigon 
Marines last Sunday, that the 
blockade began last Saturday 
and 
covered 
about half the 
Cambodian coastline—a 75-mile 
stretch between Kompong Som, 
Soviet Union strongly 
against Geneva meeting 


MJSCOVV rUPl)-The Soviet 
Union today issued its strongest 
denunciation yet of a British 
profX)sal 
to 
reconvene 
the 
Geneva Conference on Indochi­ 
na, 
complaining 
the 
United 
States has “ arrogantly violat­ 
ed’’ the group’s agreements. 
The official news agency!ass 
said the British proposal, made 
last month, was “ only a screen 
( overing actual sup[)ort of the 
American aggression and refu­ 
sal to dissociate from it.’’ 
“ It is ludicrous toprofK)se the 
convocation of a new confer­ 
ence after the United States 
has arrogantly violatedthe 1954 
Geneva Agreement that serves 
as the basis of Cambodia’s 
status,’’ it said. 
1 he statement appeared to 
carry the Soviet opposition one 
stage 
further 
than Prem ier 
Alexie N. Kosygin, who said in 
his news conference May 4: 
“ Now that the military action 
is under way, it is necessary to 
stop the aggressor. It must be 
done by all states. Now is not 
the time for conferences, it is 
the time for action.’’ 
The Tass remarks, clistrüHjt- 


ed 
for 
today’s 
newspapers, 
were in a commentary signed 
by Natalie Zinoveya. This gave 
it a slightly lower rank than an 
official government announce­ 
ment 
or 
an 
unsigned Tass 
statement. 
Tass said the British recom­ 
mendation to recall the confer­ 
ence and 
to 
reactivate 
the 
International Control Commis­ 
sion to enforce its agreements 
was 
designed 
“ to create a 
semblance of energetic activity 
by British politicans and thus 
to lull the dissatisfied in the 
Latx>r party.’’ 


The 
British 
pro{x)sal was 
passed on to the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry last month by Ambas­ 
sador Sir Duncan Wilson. So far 
as is known, there was no 
formal answer.

President Spiro T. Agnew says 
television networks overemplui- 
size controversy in their news 
coverage, with the result that 
young 
Americans 
are being 
raised believing confrontation 
is the best way tocommunicate. 
“ There is competition among 
the network newsmen to pack 
‘Action’ into their broadcasts,” 
Agnew Said in an article in the 
current 
issue 
of TV Guide 
magazine. 
“ If one point is 
presented, a conscious effort is 
made to find its opposite and 
present a new controversy to 
the public. 
“ This raises the question: 
‘How 
much 
overemphasized 
controversy and contrived ac­ 
tion can be presented night 
after night to the .vmerican 
people before reality is clouded 
by imagery?’” 
Answering 
what he consi­ 
dered the usual reply, “ Well, 
this is news and television has 
to cover the news,” Agnew 
Said: “ Rather it is manufac­ 
tured news, revolutionary thea- 
ter brought into millions of 
living rooms by the networks. 
“ It has been my contention 
that one of the reasons we have 
had so many demonstrations in 
recent years,” he said, “ is that 
there is a fascin. tion among 
young people with demonstra­ 
tions as a means of communi­ 
cation. 
“ They 
eiijoy 
confrontation 
because they were brought up 
on television instead of books,” 
he added.

College graduate and formerly 
a teacher

They begin deliberations to­ 
day in the mayor’s $12.5 million 
libel suit against Look and the

authors, 
Richard 
Carlson 
and Lance 
Brissop. 
Alioto’s 
attorney. 
Maxwell 
Blecher, 
asked 
the jury in 
closing arguments Monday to 
“ sock it to ’em and bring this 
kind of muckraking to an end.” 
Blecher said that when Alioto 
dies, newsmen will write that 
he 
was 
connected 
with the 
Mafia. 
“ Only you can add a line that 
a jury of his peers said it was 
not true,” the attorney said. 
‘Don’t you forget it--a verdict 
for Look will mean that the 
mayor 
is 
in 
bed 
with the 
Mafia.” 
Look’s article, published last 
September, 
said 
Alioto 
“ is 
enmeshed in a web of alliances 
with at least six leaders” of the 
Mafia. 
The 
magazine’s 
attorney, 
Charles Kenady, told the jury 
in his closing argument Look 
“ has an honest good faith belief 
in the truth of what it printed.” 
“ It was honest journalism, 
pointing out a clear and present 
danger 
to 
our 
society-ihe 
infiltration of the Mafia into 
legitimate business,” he said. 
Kenady asked the jury in the 


court of U.S. District Judge 
Bruce R. Thompson of Reno not 
to “ kill Look Magazine—as is a 
possibility if you find damages 
in 
the 
amount 
the plaintiff 
suggests.” 


The article named the leaders 
associated 
with 
Alioto 
as; 
Jimmy (The Weasel) Fratiaiv- 
no, 
Salvatore 
and 
Angelo 
Marino, 
Frank Bompensiero, 
Frank 
LaPorte 
and 
Jimmy 
Lanza. Emilio Giorgetti, who 
died in 1960, also had ties with 
Alioto, the article said. 


During the 14 days of trial 
the Marinos and Lanza testified 
for 
Alioto, 
denying specific 
allegations made by Look. None 
of the three was asked if he 
belonged to the Mafia. 


Depositions from LaPorte and

Anti-war 


activity goes on 


in California

Gov. Ronald Reagan’s long 
“ cooling o ff’ weekend seems to 
have succeeded in reducing the 
level of violence on California 
campuses, 
but 
the 
anti-war 
activity goes on there at a 
feverish pace. 
In the most desperate act of 
protest, George Winne Jr, 23- 
year-old son of a retired Navy 
captain, 
died 
Monday 
after 
setting himself on fire during 
the weekend. He was a senior 
at UC San Diego. 
About 10,000 persons packed 
Harmon Gym at the University 
of 
California 
in 
Berkeley 
Monday and voted to strike “ to 
reconstitute the university as a 
center for organizing against 
the war in Southeast Asia.” 
The resolution demanded that 
no regular classes be held for 
the rest of the quarter and that 
all students be given at least a 
passing grade. In addition, it 
said no employe, academic or 
non-academic, suffer financial 
loss from the strike. 
University officials estimated 
that a third of the classes were 
meeting as usual, a third had 
reconstituted 
themselves 
as 
‘anti-war, anti-oppression’ for­ 
ums 
and 
a third discussed 
current issues. 
Sixteen deans urged students 
to give “ sympathetic considera­ 
tion” to requests for dropping 
courses or deferring course 
completion. Chancellor Roger 
Heynds hoped teachers could 
reorganize classes to “ accom­ 
modate material more closely 
related to the war but still 
relevant to the course.” 
But he added stiff warnings 
that violence on campus will 
not 
be 
tolerated 
and 
that 
striking teachers won’t be paid 
and would be wise to request a 
leave of absence. 
At Stanford University, about 
300 high school and junior high 
school students bolstered the 11 
day-old strike. They sang “ no 
more brothers in jail...off the 
pigs” and marched to White 
Plaza for a rally. 
Despite fewer numbers of 
pickets, there were enough to 
block entrances to Encina Hall, 
the Stanford applied electronics 
laboratories, the building hous­ 
ing ROTC offices, the ROTC 
rifle range and Hoover Tower. 
Stanford Provost Richard W. 
Lyman warned that the school 
could not continue to remain 
open indefinitely if faculty and 
employes are kept from their 
offices. 
But most students returned to 
classes, many of which were 
turned into discussions of the 
war. 
Sixty persons lined 14) at the 
Stanford bank to cash in their 
U.S, Savings Bonds to protest 
the Indochina war. 
At UCLA, Chancellor Charles 
Young of UCLA appeared on 
closed circuit campus TV and 
said students wishing to use 
class time for antiwar activities 
“ have to be willing to forego 
something.” He indicated they 
should drop out temporarily. 
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Unions urged to get 


time off pay to campaign

lieves union members should 
demand paid time off to work 
against Gov.

“ If the colleges will give 
students and faculty time off to 
protest the war being waged in 
Southeast Asia,” Unruh told 300 
labor leaders Monday, “ then I 
think that it’s time you begin to 
negotiate with California em­ 
ployers to give workers time 
off to oppose the war being 
waged 
against 
working men 
and women by Ronald Reagan 
and Richard Nixon.” 
Unruh’s suggestion was loud­ 
ly applauded by delegates to a 
legislative conference sponsor­ 
ed by the California Labor Fed­ 
eration and the State Building 
and Construction Trades Coun­ 
cil. 
The candidate for the Demo­ 
cratic gubernatorial nomination 
said 
union 
members “ can’t 
afford 
to 
take 
time 
off 
themselves” 
so they should 
seek “ a week off” at their 
employers’ expense. 
“ I ask you to do that,” the 
legislator Said, urging the labor 


leaders 
to 
expend 
“ every 
minute of time you have', every 
ounce 
of energy” to defeat 
Reagan this year. 
Talking what he called “ guts 
ball labor politics,” Unruh said 
Nixon “ has us in an inflation 
and a recession and a war all 
at the same time” and Reagan 
is administering 
the 
Presi­ 
dent’s “ satellite government” 
in Sacramento. 
Unruh 
Said Reagan’s lone 
success has been in “ projecting 
a television image with tears in 
his eyes so that 
people think 
the only issue before us in 
California is militancy on our 
campuses.” 
He charged 
Reagan has no 
answer to campus 
militancy 
except 
to “ escalate the vi­ 
olence” 
with 
inflammatory 
language. He recalled Reagan’s 
statement 
last 
week 
that 
students 
who believe 
Nixon 
escalated the war by sending 
troops 
into Cambodia 
were 
being “ very stupid.” 
“ Well I guess I’m stupid—I 
think it represents an escala­ 
tion and I don’t like it,” said 
Unruh as the union leaders 
applauded.

Editor of the Lompoc Record: 
In these past few days, I am 
sure that the attention of many 
Lompoc citizen s has been fo­ 
cused upon the activities in the 
academ ic com m unities through­ 
out the nation. And, as in most 
instances, that attention is prob­ 
ably focused upon the U niversi­ 
ty of California at Berkeley. 
I am a junior at this institu­ 
tion, as w ell as a voting citi­ 
zen of Lompoc. I do not know 
to what extent the public in my 
home town has been informed 
regarding the recent develop­ 
ments at Cal. I have, therefore, 
enclosed two articles from the 
San Francisco Chronicle that 
are 
fairly 
accurate a ss e s s ­ 
ments of the new atmosphere 
cn campus. I urge the Record 
to publish, either in whole or in 
part, the contents of these ar­ 
ticles. We want others outside 
the academic1 
community 
to 
know of our actions. We believe 
that the publicity we receive 
from the news media can make 
or break, so to speak, the move­ 
ment. 
Newspapers have been 
more than willing in the past 
to dram atize campus violence 
as tront page headlines in order 
to sell papers. Do the publish­ 
er s now dare to dram atize and 
headline the constructive action 
that is now being undertaken? 
Accurate and knowledgeable re­ 
porting of the true situation will 
help us im measurably in at­ 
taining our goal — to supplant 
campus violence with construc­ 
tive efforts to answer the Viet­ 
nam 
question. 
These efforts 
may not be as sensational to 
read about as campus riots, but 
it is just as important for Cal­ 
ifornia taxpayers to read about 
the action that will prevent and 
replace the se n se less destruc­ 
tion of an institution built by 
tax dollars. 


Our c ampus has suspended 
c la sse s for the past three days 
in order to devote full attention 
to informing both ou rselves and 
the community of the issu es at 
stake. We do not necessarily 
ask that those in the communi­ 
ty agree with our viewpoints; 
we 
differ 
among 
ourselves. 
N either do we ask that the pub­ 
lic 
actively join our efforts. 
Rather, it is our hope that by 
going out in the community, hith­ 
erto uninformed people w ill lis­ 
ten to what we have to say, and 
we to them. P lease hear us out 
before you judge if what we are 
doing is right or wrong. And 
£ iv e u s y o u r v ie w p o in t w h e re 
you think we err. It is only 
through such communication of 
radicals and conservatives, the 
old and young, the apathetic and 
activists, 
within and between 
both “ sid es" that our diver­ 
sitie s dan be united to find a 
solution to the Vietnam prob­ 
lem , 
whether 
that 
solution 
means im m ediate withdrawal or 
escalation, or 
som e compro­ 
m ise in between. The college 
generation and older adults live 
in the sam e America; both gen­ 
erations can make the country a 
true dem ocracy by working to­ 
gether. 
The 
students realize 
that the solution w ill not com e 
overnight, just as the war did 
not becom e an issue overnight. 
The Cal students have m obiliz­ 
ed their knowledge and sk ills, 
their manpower and facilities 
towards a constructive pursuit. 
W ith equal cooperation outside 
the academ ic community, that 
pursuit 
w ill rem ain construc­ 
tive. We liave faith in ourselves. 
And if we are given a chance, 
the adult community can have 
faith in us too.

to say “ Y es,” and make a lie 
of the values for which A m erica 
stands. 
These values have been es­ 
poused by Am ericans since the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence 
was signed. Under the dem ocra­ 
tic republic through which we 
operate today, the people choose 
representatives to act in their 
behalf. This system has become 
an ideal. When hundreds of thou­ 
sands of people in the United 
States dem onstrate, engage in 
non 
- violent 
protest as we 
have done, and even resort to 
violence over what they feel is 
an unjust situation, and they 
are ignoredby their representa­ 
tives, the system cannot be said 
to be representative. 
Many cite the over - reaction 
of police and national 
guard 
when 
dem onstrators yell ob­ 
scen ities in their faces as som e­ 
thing to be expected due to the 
officials 
frustrations. 
Think 
then of the protestors who firm ­ 
ly believe in what they are do­ 
ing to the point of going to pri­ 
son. . . their frustrations must 
also be considered in any dis­ 
cussion of inter - reactions. 
However, I cannot support the 
student strike against the inva­ 
sion of Cambodia. At this point 
in tim e, and knowing no more 
than I do, I have to say era­ 
dication of communist sanctuar­ 
ies in Cambodia is a worthwhile 
effort. However, when I view 
the Cambodian fighting as a 
m anifestation of the Vietnam ese 
War, I find m yself very much 
against it. My country is in­ 
volved in a conflict that does 
not 
have the 
support of the 
Am erican people. 
A president refused to run 
again as a result of publir opin­ 


ion against 
his conduct of the 
war. 
Another president, Mr. 
Nixon, 
was 
voted into office 
on the prom ise he would end 
the conflict, both at home and 
abroad. Not only has Nixon fail­ 
ed to do either, he has man­ 
aged to expand the battlefronts 
in both instances. At what oth­ 
er tim e in the history of this 
country have more than 250 col­ 
lege 
and universities, in all 
parts of the country, gone on 
strike against the p olicies of 
their representatives? Is this 
what Mr. Nixon meant when he 
pledged to bring the country to­ 
gether? 


Many students here have ex­ 
pressed the opinion Mr. Nixon 
is using students, and others 
not of the “ silent m ajority,” 
in much the sam e way Hitler 
used the Jews . . . as a point 
of polarization. 
I can only look at what is hap­ 
pening to my country, our coun­ 
try, as a result of a war we 
cannot win and refuse to leave, 
and think about priorities. Can 
we afford to continue a conflict 
in Vietnam when such continua­ 
tion w ill surely end any vestige 
of the form of government here 
that the founders of A m erica 
envisioned? 
The United States of Am er­ 
ica is being torn apart intern­ 
ally. Anyone who doubts it need 
only look around them selves. I 
cannot support a war for the lib­ 
eration of South Vietnam from 
Vietnam ese when my own coun­ 
try may end as a result. Pow­ 
er to the people!

Canadian spoils party 
plans of Marcel Cerdan 


NEW YORK (UPI)—T rails of 
sweat 
and 
tears 
streaked 
Marcel Cerdan’s blood-stained 
face 
and in his hands was 
clutched an unopened bottle of 
French champagne, 1962 vin­ 
tage. 
But the champagne celebra­ 
tion would have to wait until 
another time because Cerdan 
was a loser Monday night for 
the first time in his career. A 
young Canadian named Donato 
Paduano had spoiled the party. 
For a few minutes in the fifth 
round, when blood gushed from 
a gash over Paduano’s left eye 
after an accidental butt, victory 
appeared to be within Cerdan's 
grasp, too. Paduano’s entire 
body, even his arm s and legs, 
were bathed in blood by the end 
of the round, and he slumped 
hopelessly in his corner as Dr. 
Edwin Campbell examined the 
wound. 
“ Now, now,” Cerdan’s cor­ 
nermen said in French at the 
start of the sixth roud, but the 
illusion of victory faded as 
Paduano regained his tempo. 
The 
Canadian 
took 
control, 
snapping back Cerdan’s head 


with 
darting 
jabs 
and then 
rocking him with hard right 
crosses. 
For the last four rounds, 
Cerdan backpedalled, refusing 
to follow up his advantage, and 
at the end 21-year-old Paduano 
was the winner of his 19th 
consecutive fight by a unani­ 
mous decision. Cerdan’s eyes 
were glassy from a flurry of 
punches at the final bell, and 
his eyes reddened as he fought 
back tears at the announcement 
of his first loss in 48 pro fights. 
“ I thought I won,” said the 
27-year-old Cerdan afterwards. 
“ I was never really hurt, and I 
disagree with that American 
theory that a fighter can’t win 
while he’s backing up. I just 
want a return fight anytime, 
anywhere.” 
Paduano’s nose, which bled 
throughout 
the 
fight, 
was 
twisted at a strange angle, his 
left eye was blackened, a deep 
gash gaped in his brow, but his 
lips, 
caked 
wth 
blackened 
blood, were in a broad victory 
smile.

The 36-year old Aaron moved 
to within five hits of the 3,000- 
level Monday when he hit his 
14th homer of the season and 
three singles in ihe B raves'7-6 
victory over the Chicago Cubs. 


The homer, the 568th of Aaron’s 
career, led off the 10th inning 
and was a 425-foot drive into

Reynolds. Aaron’s hits figured 
in four run-scoring innings.

Last week it began to look 
like the ocean fishing jinx had 
finally broken. The Chinooks had 
started to move in, the weather 
had improved and fishermen, 
were catching salmon. Rock 
fishing was also excellent. 
But toward the end of the week 
the wind again picked up and 
fishing began a downtrend once 
again. But as we write this col­ 
umn, the weather is perfect but 
within an hour’s time the wind 
can be up again. 
Most fishermen, to be on the 
safe side, have been getting 
on the water at daylight and com­ 
ing in around mid-morning or 
the first sign of white caps. 
The many “ shakers” preva­ 
lent at the start of the season 
appear to have grown into leg­ 
al size fish, although at pres­ 
ent are not much over the legal 
limit. Salmon have been sight­ 
ed off Morro Bay as well as 
far south as Santa Barbara. 
In 
summary, 
everyone is 
keeping their fingers crossed, 
hoping for a combination of good 
weather and an improved catch 
picture as the season moves 
into high gear. Bait is appar­ 
ently quite plentiful, so where 
the good is, so are the salmon. 
The clam fishery 
at Pismo. 
Beach has again raised its head 
and local conservationists are 
afraid the succulent mollusc is 
in danger of extinction. This is 
based on the thought that there 
is a high amount of illegal dig­ 
ging in closed areas. 
No doubt the thought is good, 
since our warden situation is 
handicapped for want of more 
help. The conservationists are 
talking of educating the pub­ 
lic into making citizen’s arrests 
for infractions of the regula­ 
tions. A letter has been sent 
to the state fish and game com­ 
mission asking for advice and 
assistance in what may prove to 
be a far - reaching effort to 
conserve the clam fishery. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
We have now received some 
reports on the opening day of the 
trout season statewide. Locally, 
with the opening of reservoirs 
to all - year fishing and for 
all - year in southern counties 
for streams for trout, there 
was not a heavy amount of pres­ 
sure. 
Lopez and Atascadero creeks 
were stocked with fish in San 
Luis Obispo County and most 
fishermen did well with lim­ 
its of trout. In the reservoirs, 
Lopez 
Atascadero, 
Laguna 
Lake and Oceano Lagoon did 
not have many 10-fish limits 
taken. In fact, it appears that 
it was difficult to find a five 
fish limit in many cases. 
Still labeled “ spotty” was 
Lopez Dam, where a few lunk- 
ers were reported taken. The 
best spots appear to be on the 
road past the hose corral. This

Bass fishing has 
also taken an upswing with lim­ 
its and near limits common. 
Lunkers are not too plentiful 
with most in the two to three 
pound range. Catfishing is also 
rated excellent with limits of 
20 fish being plentiful to night 
anglers. 
At Margarita Lake, Dass are 
now hitting on surface lures 
with fish up to four pounds each 
being caught.

regulations, it is noted that

Cruz creeks, all in San Luis 
Obispo County, are now closed 
to summer trout fishing. They 
will reopen for steelhead Nov. 
16. There was, however, no 
mention of San Simeon, Santa 
Rosa and Pico creeks being 
closed for the summer. 
The anchovy reduction 
deal 
raised its ugly head again when 
the fish and game commission 
yielded to heavy pressure from 
commercial interests 
a n d 
moved the reduction fishery 
areas back into the areas clos­ 
ed last month. The new ruling 
allows fishing within six miles 
of the shore from Dana Point 
to Point Conception and within 
12 miles from Dana Point to 
the Mexican border. There also 
is a bill up for hearing that 
would allow 10 mackeral a day 
for 
sportsmen and 250 tons 
for commercials under a fish 
and game permit. The macker­ 
al fishery has been so deplet­ 
ed that mackeral are so scarce 
that a ten a day limit would 
be almost impossible to catch.

Vocational ed 


Tht school district’s vocational edu- 
c at ion program is constantly evolving to 
meet the needs of changing reality, but 
an outline prepared by Gordon deMar- 
rais, director, for the 1969 - 70 school 
year will give a good picture of the 
scope and intent. 
First of all the dis­ 
trict subscribes to 
the statement of pur­ 
poses 
of education 
adopted by the State 
Department of Edu­ 
cation. The committ­ 
ment to the vocation­ 
al part of that echica- 
tion notes; 
. . the 
total education pro­ 
gram that deals spe­ 
cifically, 
in an organized systematic 
maimer with tlMe acqusilion ©t skills 
understandings, attitudes and abilities 
that are necessary to enter and progress 
within an occupation. 
Under its committment, the school 
board attempts to: “ Provide the best 
vocational education program possible 
within the limits of our resources.” 
“ Develop 
a 
vocational program for 
each student that is consistent with his 
needs and ability.” 
i lovide equal vocational opportuni­ 
ties for all the youth.” 
•Provide 
well - equipped facili­ 
ties staffed by teachers who are ex­ 
tremely proficient in particular areas.” 
“ Provide opportunities for each stu­ 
dent to become a well - adjusted, self- 
suppoiting member of the community.” 
“ Develop vocational programs which 
emphasize basic manipulation skills to 
assist any individual in all walks of 
life.” 
In other respects the intent includes 
the pledge to teach each student to 
read, write, speak, listen and observe 
effectively in his particular field; de­ 
velop concern for craftsmanship. 
All this will be pegged to the area 
manpower needs. 
How well all this turns out will de­ 
pend on public attitudes, student interest 
and funding. 
I he district recently got 
about £8,880 more than the initial mon- 
ey alloc ated for vocational educationina 
move that has accelerated in recent 
months. 
T he local program is particularly im­ 
portant for the average student, but it 


takes on special importance for those who 
aren’t. 
For 
example,handicapped stu­ 
dents under the district’seducable, men­ 
tally retarded program are vocationally 
oriented to the level of their ability to 
accept the training. And note that the 
training goes far beyond the mechanics 
of how to hold a wrench or attach two piec­ 
es of wood together. 
Disadvantaged students, largely from 
the îanks of Mexican - Americans, are 
aided by students with the same back­ 
ground who serve as teacher aides. 
1 he success of the local district in 
programs built around such fields as 
automotive mechanics, clothing; print­ 
ing, photography and shorthand, is too 
well known to need further outlining 
here. 
There is also heavy emphasis on agri­ 
culture, business education, metalwork­ 
ing, electronics.

As the state moves closer and closer 
to the goal of licensing and certifying 
auto mechanics and television repair spe­ 
cialists, the need to accelerate and ex­ 
pand the district’s vocational education 
program will have to be met. 
The rather archaic appraisal that 
some of us work with our hands and 
others work with their minds, must go.

On the Right by W illiam Buckley 
Campus unrest 


The idea of corporate protest is always 
interesting, and there is a long tradition 
of it. But as it is developing on the 
campuses, it becomes at least ludicrous, 
at most very very dangerous. 
It ought to be clear that what is 
upon us is a national mood. The elision 
between collegiate protests over the al­ 
leged persecution of the Black Panther 
Party, and collegiate protests over the 
decision to move into Cambodia, was 
all but unnoticeable. The students feel 
like stirring, the weather is right for 
it (have you noticed that the conscience 
rests when the climate is cold?), there 
are incidental benefits (how nice to 
waive final exams in the name of world 
peace), and not a little excitement (the 
m o r n i n g’s news­ 
paper shows on its 
front page a dozen 
student’s hands out­ 
stretched, voting to 
close down New York 
University). 
A few observations; 
1) Everybody’s get­ 
ting into the act will 
have a desirable ef­ 
fect in one particular 
respect. 
When 
a 
single college is the focus of attention, 
the radio, the television, the newspapers 
and the magazines cover the campus 
like Verdun, and the whole of the coun­ 
try is privy to the thoughts, counsels, 
and acts of the dramatics personae. 
Thus it was in Berkeley a few years 
ago, in Columbia in 1968, at Yale a 
fortnight ago. Pretty heady stuff. But 
now everybody has got into the act. I 
do believe that if the University of 
Illinois decided tonight to suspend all 
future academic activity for the balance 
of the year, the students could not count 
on getting a paragraph in the New York 
Times. (Come to think of it, perhaps 
the University of Illinois has already 
decided to go out on strike.) 
Now since the whole purpose of the 
walkouts is to stir the adult community, 
what’s going to happen when the adult 
community fails to stir? The grandest 
joke of all is the suggestion that aca­ 
demic activity is being suspended in 
order to permit the students to reflect 
on the meaning of the Black Panther 
persecution or of Mr. Nixon’s venture 
in Cambodia. 
I propose, in the next day or so, 
to put on dark glasses and a great 
big mustach and walk slowly across 
the 
Yale campus. To any student I 
overhear discussing the legal plight 
of the Black Panthers, I shall award 
a plaque. For the majority, the sus­ 
pension of classes is to the stimu­ 
lation of moral concern, as Good Fri­ 
day has become to church-going. 
2) The plight of the true dissenter 
is unrecognized. I mean, the student 
who does not believe that United States 
officials are conspiring to deprive the 
Black Panthers of their civil liberties, 
or that Richard Nixon has been trans­ 
formed into Dr. Strangelove. That stu­ 
dent is genuinely forlorn. For the last 
several years he has comforted him­ 
self by the thought that even on campus, 
he is among the majority, an inert 
majority to be sure. He is no longer con­ 
fident of that. He hoped until very re­ 
cently, that the administration and the 
faculty of his college would assert them­ 
selves, toward a restoration of order and 
reason. 
But it went the other way. Can you 
think, with the noble exception of Haya- 
kawa, of a single college president 
who has unambiguously opposed the bar­ 
barians? No doubt there are such, but 
they are very silent about it, or else 
the press has missed a big story. 
What are the minority among the 
students doing? I know of one case 
which I fear is not unique. The young 
man I was told about went out to buy 
a gun.

Sign ordinance 


Laboriously 
produced, a new county 
sign ordinance has been born, and will 
be operative - officially - on May 27, 
the date the new edict is enacted. 
The County Planning 
Commission — 
especially its sign 
committee headed 
by G. 
Norman 
Bacon — did yeoman 
work. 
The object seemed to be to re­ 
duce the proliferation of signs per busi­ 
ness or whatever, and at least hold the 
line if not discourage the outdoor ad­ 
vertising 
sign people who are forever 
trying to get more billboards back along 
scenic highways in the county. 
The planners evidently succeeded in 
both endeavors. County supervisors late 
in April 
adopted the new sign ordi­ 
nance, meanwhile beating back the out­ 
door advertisers making a final move to 
get a new advantage. 
The Planning Department staff isn’t 
looking for more work on signing, but it 
was understood that the new and tougher 
sign ordinance just approved would be 
followed 
by ordinance changes which 
could relate to freeway 
district sign­ 
ing. 
This may take as much time to for­ 
mulate as the current 
new sign ordi­ 
nance, which applies to unincorporated 
areas and not the five cities in the 
county. Some cities where sign regula­ 
tions are more liberal than the county 
standards have caused problems, par­ 
ticularly where there is competition be­ 
tween 
motels 
along U.S. 101, Bigger 
signs allowed motels in a city area on 
the same 
stretch 
of freeway 
give 
them an advantage, it is claimed, to draw 
freeway trade. 
Drivers 
zipping along at 80 miles an 
hour miss the smaller motel signs but 
catch the big ones, it is claimed. A new 
Buellton motel leaning on freeway trade 
got a bigger 
sign 
than the ordinance 
allows because it said it is in a “ hol­ 
low,” 
and a larger 
sign seemed ne­ 
cessary. 
A Goleta 
Valley inn 
also 
drawing from U.S. 101 claims its sign 
along the freeway 
is too small to at­ 
tract attention. 
The new ordinance 
sought to deal a 
new setback 
to the outdoor advertis­ 
ing industry, but wound up holding to the 
present sign area maximum of 525 
square feet and 25 feet in height for off- 
premise signing 
in heavy commercial 
and industrial areas, outside of shoi> 
ping centers, 
with the same five-year 
amortization period for legal noncon­ 
forming outdoor structures struck down 
by the courts in agricultural and res­ 
idential 
areas. 
Outdoor 
advertisers 
made a move before the planning com­ 
mission and then the supervisors to pro- 
vide 
for return 
of bilboards 
along 
the highways. 
There are a few 
basic 
major dif­ 
ferences 
between 
the new and old or­ 
dinances. The new ordinance limits the 
number of free 
standing sign 
struc­ 
tures from 
four to one and number of 
signs 
per structure from four to two. 
It also 
prohibits 
roof signs, 
if they 
extend 
above 
the ridge line (highest 
part of roof*) 
But there 
are numerous other dif­ 
ferences. 
The new ordinance cuts down on the 
number of wall signs allowed onabuild- 
ing wall facing on a street in commer­ 
cial 
and industrial districts from four 


to one, with maximum sign area of 
square feet maintained. But the Ar< 
tectural Review Board may approvi 
larger sign if found “ harmonious” v 
building and site. 
Free standing signs now 
limited 
one per site 
have the same previi 
maximum 
area allowed of 100 squ; 
feet. But there is a 125-foot streetfrc 
age limitation for the parcel under 
new edict, 
where there was none 
fore. 
Maximum 
height of 
30 feet 
maintained, and projection over str 
right-of-way is now prohibited. The n 
ordinance adds arcade sign provisio; 
however. 
Shopping center signs 
are now ; 
companied by a frontage limitation of 1 
feet. An overall sign plan is requin 
also, 
along with prohibition 
of ri 
signs. Wall sign area increase is si 
ject 
to approval of the Architectui 
Review Board, which can also apprc 
increase in area, number and height 
free standing signs. 
In the residential districts, 
the n< 
ordinance 
reduces the sale - lease si 
area from 
8 square feet to 6 squa 
feet, allows lighted identification sig 
on walls, and reduces 
total gate si 
area from 40 square feet to 20 squa 
feet, ( hurch directional signs are pi 
hibited by the new ordinance, but ins 
tutional signs are now permitted one f 
each 
church, 
school, 
hospital, 
et 
not to exceed 20 square feet in are 
where previously planning commissi< 
art ion was required to have such sign 
Previously, however, where chang 
able copy signs for churches were n 
permitted, the new ordinance allows oi 
on-site changeable copy sign 
permi 
ted with perimeter lighting, maximu 
art a 
of 
24 
square 
feet, and max 
mum height of 10 feet. 
T he new ordinance provides for foi 
changes 
relative to real estate 
sul 
division signing: (1) Reduces the are 
of 
on-site 
signs 
from 
80 to 3 
square feet; 
(2) Reduces area of of 
site signs from 20 
to 12 square fee 
(3) Deletes provisions for lOdirectioi 
al signs; 
(4) 
Adds provisions for lc 
identification signs. 
I he new ordinance deletes 
institi 
tions, motel or business districts, an 
motels or resorts not located within 
commercial 
zone, 
relative 
to direc 
tional 
and 
information signs. Thes 
included county - owned signs, and oth 
ers directing to public facilities, motels 
schools, colleges, etc. 
In 
agricultural areas, the new ord 
inance reduces number of sale of prod 
nets 
signs 
from two to one per siti 
and increases 
number of allowabli 
farm organization signs from one to tw< 
while 
reducing area 
per sign from I 
square feet to 4 square feet.
